Uhat  arc  Xoadors  in  darUerry  eradication  tliinlcing  aUout? 
Opportunities,  and  ideas  vary  \7idely  in  different  parts -of , the 
harhorry  eradication  area  and  unfortunately  it  is  not  possihlo 
for  each  Loader  to  visit  each  of  the  other  Sta.tcs  and  obtain  in- 
tinate  knowledge  regarding  projects  under  way.  Local  conditions 
require  that  different  interpretations  he  placed  upon  our  none 
or  less  standard  info  mat  ional  project's  and  the  recently  completed 
trip  that  included  a visit  to  12  of  the  I3  States  demonstrated 
the  many  opportijnit ies  that  are  available  for  disseminating  to 
the  public  general  knowledge. regarding  stem  rust  control. 

This  article  is  not  intended  to  serve  as  a report  on  any 
particular  phase  of  our  work  but  to  briefly  discuss  matters  that 
are  now  foremnst  in  the  minds  of  the 'Leaders.  The  following  brief 
statements  appear  in  the  order  in  which  the  States  were  visited. 

■ OHIO 

During  the  past  season  Mr.  Atwood  has  conducted  an  in- 
tensive survey  supplemented  with  ah  organized  check  of  the  leads 
sent  in  by  property  owners  and  children.  Mr.  Atvrood  believes  less 
than  10  per  cent  of  the  present  Ohio  allotment  would  be  required 
to  keep  leads  cleaned  up  and  v/ould  provide  for  a complete  rcs'di’ycy 
at  three  or  four  year  intervals  followlTig  the  intensive  work  he 
is  now  doing.  This  would  provide  good  insurance  against  rein- 
festation  of  territory  now  free  from  bushes,  A general  program 
with  public  schools  is  being  continued  in  Ohio,  At  the-. present 
time  Mr,  Atwood  is  interested  in  introducing  to  the  smaller 
, colleges  a.nd  universities  of  his  State  the  r:cthod  used  by  Doctor 
Samson-  of  the  Botany  Department  of  Ohio  State  University  in  teach- 
ing the  subject,  Black  Stem  Rust.  17e  should  hear  r.ore  about 
this  later.

M”.  Bills  lielieves  Intensive  infornat:'.'>"..?l  worlr  with  rural 
schools  is  proving  a successful  means  of ; lo-cnting  hushes  in  his 
State.  He  has  some  interesting  information  regarding  the  time 
necessary  to  reinspect  areas  of  escaped  hushes  surveyed  five  or  six 
years  ago.  Mr.  Bills  also ’has- interesting  data  concerning ■ the" use 
of  local  labor.  A detailed  article  regarding  lust  observations  in 
Illinois  during  the  past  season  would  prove  of  interest  to  the  Stem 
Rust  and  Barberry  Hews  ■ readers .

Mr.  'Jaylor  is  finding  local  labor  very  satisfactory  in  Certain 
types  of  Wisconsin -territory.  Some  of  the  men ‘who , have  worked  as 
laborers  have  corapleited  two  seasons  with -the  barberry  ' force  in  '7is- 
cbnsin.  Informational  activities  are  being  continued  as  a general 
program  rather  tlnan  -following  an  intensive  plan  until  such  time  as 
leads  already  on  hand  may -be -checked  and  bushes  eradicated.  The 
year  1932  will  be  the  first  time  in  recent-  j-'-cars  that  a crew  of  men 
has.  not  been  sent  to  ■ the  Black  Earth  area  of  ’.Tisconsin  for  erark.cation 
work.  An  article  of  interest  to  many  could  be  written 'on  .the  progress 
of  the  'work  in  the  Black  Earth  area.  How  many  bushes  were  or-''dicated? 
How  many  square  miles  in  the  territory?  -

uable aid  to  barberry  eradication.  Doctor  Melander  eipployed  a crew 
of  eight  loc'l  laborers  in  the  Rod  Wing  area  this -fall  eradicating 
escaped  bushes.  G-ive  us  an  .article  on  results  of  intensive  school 
.work  in  Minnesota.  County  spmmarios  recently  submitted-  to  the  .Wash- 
ington office  show  some  interesting  facts.  Keep  us  informed  about  the

The  future  program  will  he  one  of  cleaning  up 
locations  of  hushes  found  as  a result  of  loads  furnished  hy  property 
owners  -or  children  or  as  a result  of  loca.l  epidemics  of  rust,  Mr. 
Morris,  Hr.  Twildo  an,d  Hr,  Ha.youo  are  working  on  the  dctn.ils  of  a 
revised  survey  plan  in  Montana.

3AE3SHPY  INPOPMATIOiLlL  ACTIVITIES 
AT  4-H  club  CAiviPS  IN  MINI3S0TA  1931- 

It  is  customary  for  each  4-H  Club  group  to  sta^c  a stunt 
County  Extension  Agent  Kelley's  boys,  on  their  onn  initia..tive , 
suggested  and  staged  the  stunt  outlined  below  before  arpproximatc 
400  4-H  Club  members  and,  visitors.. 

The  title  of  the  stunt  was  "Kill  the  Barberry".  As  the 
scene  opened,  rust- spreading  barberry  approached  the  campfire 
relating  what  sport  it  was  to  rust  the  grroin.  He  gave  them 
inside  dope  on  just  how  he  played  his  role  and  loft  Ole  i’an 
Heather  to  take  the  blrjne.  As  he  v/ent  around  the  campfire  ho 
found  an  ideal  place  to  .make  his  home.  It  w.as  onl3'  c-  fence- 
row  but  that  didn't  matter  a.s  he  \’/as  thirking  of  the  cultivated 
fields  nearb’/.  Ho  settled,  hoping  that  the  farmers  around 
soon  plant  lots  of  grain.  Years  rolled  by.  He  became  quite 
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a 'bush  and  most  every  year  lie  would  have  more  fun  because  he 
now  had  help  from  many  younger  bushes  do?ii  the  lane.  The 
birds  helped  to  plant  them  there. 

Enter  - The  Four  Winds. 

Late  spring  winds  arrived  and  fo’ond  the  harmful'  barberr3'- 
leaves  ga;^^ly  decorated  v/ith  orange-colored  spots  of  rust.  The 
rust  spores  fell  and  were  tahen  by  the  winds  and  scattered  across 
the  woods  and  fields. 

Enter  - The  Farmer. 

Farmer  came  thru  the  field  nearby  relating  how . the  m.st 
taxed  his  crop  last  year.  This-  year  the  prospects  were  brighter. 

As  he  drew  nearer  to  the  bush  he  found  the  rust  to  be  quite 
heavy  in  this  corner  of  the  field.  The  farmer  surveyed  the 
field  and  stood  there  perplexed.  ' , ' 

Enter  - The  neighbor. 

The  neighbor  came  across  the  field  to  malce  some  plans 
about  their  work.  His  field  of  wheat  is  rusted  as  well  as', the 
barley,  too.  He  has  read  that  stem  rust  is  not  entirely  caused 
by  the- weather  as  they  had  supposed,  but  rather  that  such  was 
merely  just  that  kind  in  v/hicli  the  imst  thrived  best.  The  facts 
v;ere  now  complete  that  rust  starts  out  in  spring  c:  leaves  of.  the 
harmful  barberry  bush.  With  this  in  mind  they  began  a sea.rch 
for  the  evil  bush.  . ■ 

Just  down  the  fence  a ways  a huge  bush  vms  foun.d  and 
several  more  were  seen  further  dovno  the  lane.  The:-;  men  decided 
the  proper  thing  to  do  v/as  to  kill  the  bushes.  Salt  v^ould  do  the 
trick,  they  had  read.  Soon  they  v-:ere  back  vrith  sacks  of  salt 
(nurber  of  smaller  boys  wore  carried  in  as  sacks  of,  Scolt  aaid 
placed  arouid  the  harmful  bushes).. 

As  the  stunt  drew  to  a close,  the  men  cohclud.ed  that 
the  location  of  these  bushes  should  be  reported  to  the  Barberry 
Office,  located  at  the  State  Agricultural  College,,  for,  surely 
these  bushes  must  have  come  from  planted  bushes  in  the  corn-unity  \

Packets  of  ma.tcrial 
containing  a lesson  plan,  letter  charts,  specimens,  illustrcativc 
materiad  and  "bulletins  will  "be  sent  to  the  one  room  schools, 
to  the  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  grades  in  the  cent radioed 
schools,  and  to  hotany,  "biology  or  general  science  departments 
in  the  high  schools  of  these  counties.  This  material  will  also 
"be  sent  to  city  and  exempted'  village  schools  and  to  the  parochiad 
schools  in  these  counties, 

personal  contacts  are  made  with  school  officiads  and 
definite  -jlans  are  v;orked  out  "before  sending  out  this  ma.tcrial. 
Pour  counties  ha.ve  "been  visited  recently  and  arrangements  made 
for  the  teaching  of  this  material  in  the  schools.

After  'taking  a co^tplete  reetirvey  of  Lee  County,  Mr. 

Davis  followed  this  with  an  intensive  school  ca'tpaign  in  cooper- 
ation with  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr.  L.  W. 

Miller,  and  the  County  Farm  Adviser,  Mr.  C.  E.  Yale.  This  is 
one  Ojf  the  largest  counties  in  Illinois.  . During  a part  of  the 
tine,  Mr,  Da.vis  headquartered  at  Dixon,  the  county  seat.  The 
renainder  of  the  v/ork  was.  done  out  of  Anhoy,  the  town  in  which 
the  Yarn  Bureau  office  is  located.'  TTliile  there,,  he  was  provided, 
with  office  space;  typev^riter,  etc.  in  the  sane  large  office 
vkich  is  occupied  hy  .the  Earn  Adviser,  Farr t Bureau  Supply  Con- 
pany,  and  Dairy  Herd  Inprovonont  Association.  This  afforded 
excellent  opportunities  for  talcing  care  of  the  necessary  records 
and  also  assisted  in  naking  valuahlo  contacts  vdth  the  other 
agricultural  workers,. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty-four  harherry  hushes  were 
destroyed  in  Leo  County.  Of  this  nunhor,  23  were  reported  hy 
S school  children  anxious  to  qualify  for  nenhor.ship  in  the 
National  Rust  Busters  Cluh.  . TThile  eradicating  these , ' several 
of  the  others  were  discovered, 

Two  areas  of  escaped  harherry  hushes  were  disco.vored  and 
reported  hy  school  children.  These  areas  had  hot.  hcon  found- 
on  the  first  survey  in  Lee  County.'  One' extended  along  Franklin 
Creek  a distance  of  about  4 nileSi '"The  other  is  at  one  of  the 
highest  points  in  the  State,  at  the  head  of  Nillow ...Creek,  which 
flov/s  eventually  into  the  Rock  and  Mississippi  Rivers.  Fortunately 
these  hushes  had  spread  hut  a short  distance  from  the  source. 

One  local  r.ian  was, used  hy  Mr*.  Davis  for  a few  days  to 
help  in  the  eradication  of  the  hushes  grovdng  along  Franklin 
Creek,  He  v/as  hired  on  the  roconr’endation  of  the  Farn  Adviser. 
Excellent  local  non  have  been  available  for  work  this  year. 

Further  work  v;ill  have  to  he  done  in  Lee  County  next 
spring  to  talcc  care  of  reports  which  have  ■ cone  in  late  and 
others  v/hich  vmll  undoubtedly  cone  in  during  the  v/inter  and 
early  spring.

The  intensive  scheol  vrork  in  Morgan  vas  cor- 

As  a result  of  this 
work,  one  locati.nn  of  five  hushes  has  hcen  found  to  date.  It 
' is  believed  that  none  locations  will  he  found  in  the  county. 


The  intensive  school  v/ork  in  Jackson  County  was  started 
•i  the  la.st  of  Hoverher  and  it  is  hoped  that  we  shall  he  ahle  to 

cornplcte  the  v/ork  before  Christ:nas.  (Decenher  7) 


The  contract  has  just  been  lot  for  noving  the  Division 
of  Barberrj/  Eradication  to  the  now  location  at  g04  B street  . 


Recently  the  U.  S.  Governnoht  obtained  possession  of  a 
number  of  the  smaller  buildings  in  .the  vicinity  of ' the  Agrl“ 
cultural  Department . Anong  those  was  .a  small  9 room;  structure 
which  has  been  turned  over  entirely  to  the  Division  of  Barberry 
Eradication.  The  v/ork  of  remodeling  and  decorating  has  just 
been  completed  and  on  Monday,  January  4,  the  entire  office  will 
bo  rroved.

There  .arc  at  present  no  men  working  in  the  field.  The  Tu  -:  ;.  r .croccts 
to  make  a tour  speaking  to  nunerous  State  and  epunty  normal  sc'-  l.s'uad  a 
few  classes  in  small  colleges  between  now  and  Christmas. 

Mr.  Harry  Hunter,  a votoran  "barher'iyr  worker  now  inspecting  ‘.oultr-'' 
for  the  State,  reported  two  locations  of  comr^on  harherry  last  wehc; 

Donald  Tuttle,  a hoy  rho  lives  near  Bay  City,  has  corresponded 
with  this  office  since  last  spring.  Donald  wrote  an  interesting  letter 
concerning  his  hohhy  of  searching_  for , plants  in  thenvoods.  He  had  hoard 
of  common  harherry  and  wanted  descriptive  material.  This  fall  ho  trium- 
phantly wrote  that  his  search  had  heen  rewarded  and  inclosed  a sample  twig 
of  common  harherry  with  leaves  containing  rust  spots  and  a cluster  of 
berries , Hoar  the  common  harherry  hush  ho  reported  that  he  had  found  a 
Japanese  harherry.  The  Leader  wrote  him  concerning  the  possibility  of  hy- 
brids existing  and  asked  him  to  observe  a.11  of  the  cha.ractoristics  and 
search  the  leaves  for  rust  spots.  Donald  sent  in  a twig  which  had  the 
characteristic  leaves  and  single  spines  of  Thunhorgii  hut  a cluster  of 
berries.

A fined  summing  up  of  reports  on  the  past  season's  field  work  shows 
that  60,7^1  hushes  and  soodlings  were  removed.  Survey  wan  completed  in 
four  areas  of  escaped  hushes  and  started  in  three  others.  Thv"  3lack  Barth 
area  \va,s  completed  and  next  season  will  ho  the  first  that  a crew  has  not 
started  in  that  vicinity  for  a number  of  years.  ,,  It  will  he  interesting  to 
sec  what  the  next  survey  in  the  Black  Barth  area  will  disclose  in  the  w.ay  of 
hushes.  The  laborers  who  have  woikcd  in  the  territory  for  the  past  t-'o  years 
report  a few  small  and  medium  size  hushes  growing  in  the  areas  of  heavy  infes- 
tation. 

During  the  past  week  the  Governor  signed  the  certificates  of  '■ward  ior 
our  ton  Rust  Buster  Club  members,  and  the  awards  were  mailed  to  th-  .e^mhers.

Iowa  office  is  very  well  satisfied  with  the  response  that  we  have  obtained 
from  the  rural  school  pupils  and  teachers.  Me  ha.vc  corapl  'ted  the  intvonsiv;" 
work  in  two  and  onc-hG,lf  counties'.  Scvcnt;^-six  pupils  in  these  counties 
found  properties  on  ’ahich  ha,rmful  barbcrriv.s  vreve  gra'wnig.  the  result  of 

the  informational  activities  barberiy  bushes  were  found  on  S5  properties  in 
these  three  counties.  Meuy'Of  the  properties  have  not  bc^'n  compl~tcly  sur- 
veyed as  yet  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  :,nr'bcr  of  bushes  that 
will  be  found,  T/e  know,  hovrcvvor,  tha.t  the  size  of  the  ■■'luitings  range  from 
single  bushes  to  o-rcas  that  co.ntain  two  hundred  end  s'’.;.rt;"-five  or  more.

During  the  suraner  of  I93I  approximately  3,170  ?:inncsota  4-H  Cluh 
hoys  and  girls  and  so.'-ie  po.rcnts  v/ore  reached  nith  infor-^ation  evneerning 
the  harherry  croxlic.ation  cojapaign  through  iG  carros.  Various  ■o(^ons  ucro 
used  to  placo  the  cardinal  fonts  of  the  ho.rherry  carnoaigh  hofor"  thooi  5.n 
such  a manner  o.s  to  he  of  lasting  value.  The  harherry  i:ifor'"'tional 
agent  conducted  the  vprlc  in  ’'lost  eases  and  was  assisted  h’""  th'.  L'.  axlcr  in 
instances  vBcro  camp  dates  wore  conflicting. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  the  object  of  the  agent  was  to  present 
a few  importait  faets  in  a manner  tha,t  ’vould  he  . interesting  at  the  tine 
and  designed  to  he  long  renenhorod.  The  argent,  therefore,  -attempted  to 
keep  himself  before  the  ho"'s  and  girls  as  ''men  os  possible.  To  this  end 
he  was  appointed  by  the  eaerp  directors  to  take  clnarge  of  vo.rious  camp 
duties.  These  consisted  of  eaarious  assignments  o.t  the  different  coiyes, 
ranking  from  na,nagor  of  a,thletics  to  instructor  in  class  work.  In  “'-any 
cases  he  acted  as  a judge  for  stunt  competition.  This  kept  him  before  the 
group  oontinuously  and  ho  was  referred  to.  as  "The  Barberry  Man",  "Sko-'^ix" 

(a  camp  practice  in  which  all  camp  officials  are  nicknamed  after  comic 
section  characters),  or  "The  Bust  Buster", 

Aside  from  having  a spocia.l  cla.ss  in  many  conns  on  the  rel.otinn 
of  eommon  harherry  to  hlaok  stem  rust,  a prime  place  nn  the  program 
of  evening  ontertainmont  was  allotted  to  him.  The  ta.lk  eras  usually  20 
minutes  in  length  hut  v;as  someti-'cs  lengthened  to  half  an  hour  depending 
upon  the  desire  of  eax^p  officials,  A live  hush  always  was  used  in  this 
dc-’anstration  -and  later  was  placed  in  a st'ratogic  -position  on  the  grounds 
so  the  youngsters  could  view  it  at  their  leisure. 

Gax'-es  helpful 

The  third  means  used  in 'teaching  the  young  folks  the  barberry  story 
v;as  through  n datt  gar.io.  This,  in  the  opinion  of  the  \yriter,  as  well  as 
monhers  of  the  Extension  Department,  was  the  best  tool  yet  used  in  our  4-H 
Cluh  informational  activities.  In  fact,  it  proved  to  he  so  successful  that 
it  will  he  discussed  in  detail. 

The  writer  for  some  ti''p  previous  to  the  camp  season  had  been  tliinle- 
ing  of  some  new  feature  to  use  in  camp  work.  The  principle  of  a dart  game 
appealed  most  and  in  discussion  with  Dr.  L.  T7.  Mclandcr  a:^d  Mr.  G.  D.  George 
the  garec  was  designed.  Its  essential  features  arc  as  follows:  The  main  tar 

get  VD.S  a four-foot  v/allhoaud  (insulitc  or  cclotox)  cut  out  the  shape  of  a 
comrpn  harherry  hush.  This  was  reinforced  to  make  it  rigid  and  v/as  painted 
to  represent  a harherry  hush.  The  target  proper  consisted  of  a rcplaca.hle 


paper  square,  upon  ’-rliicli  the  four  characteri str.es  the  hush  had 
hern  draru  and  painted,  each  being  in  a square,  p’ee  prichlp-cdgcd 

leaf  dr.^'V/ing  raas  placed  in  the  upper  left-hand  corner,  a ■'•■ureh  of  red 
herri.'s  in  the  upper  right,  in  the  lorrcr  loft  a clusto-r  n:  throe  spines, 
and  th  i^Qllorr  under  harh  and  roots  in  the  lower  right,  p-ch  was  propcrlp 
lahrlcd  and  arhitrarp  V'.lues  assigned  as  follows:  6 pq:.--ts  _ :e  leaves, 

6 for  berries,  3 foi”  spines,  and  1 for  j'ollow  under  harh  V'-'-'ts. 
extra  supply  of  these  18-inch  paper  squares  showing  th.:  c'r'r'ct'-nistics, 
was  carried  so  as  to  replace  those  inovitahly  worn  out. 

This  entire  target  was  set  up  against  a building,  tvoot,  other 
background,  so  as  to  prevent  darts  fron  going  astraj%  while  --.t  the  sidos 
areas  were  roped  off.  - - 

Four  darts  were  allotted  to  each  player,  vfno  attow-ptod  to  hit  all 
four  squares.  To  bring  in  the  element  of  sport  a;id  skill,  onl'"  one  dart 
v/as  allowBd  in  each  square.  If  two  or  more  v/crc  placed  in  a square,  the 
score  for  that  square  v;as  cancelled. 

The  game  was  briefly  outlined  at  the  assemblies  and  the  ncr.bers  were 
told  that  before  they  could  plaj/,  it  would  be  necessary  for  then  to  "qualify" 
This  consisted  of  inspecting  a live  barberry  bush,  learning  its  character- 
istics and  reciting  these  to  the  informational  agent,  together  with  a state- 
nent  ef  its  economic  ir:portanco.  The  gave  had  such  a universal  appeal  that 
the  boys  and  girls  eag<'rly  studied  the  bush  so  as  to  qualify. 

Competition  in  each  canp  v;as  arranged  to  suit  existing  conditions. 
Sonctimes  it  v-as  between  clubs',  so"icti’'’.es  between  counties,  and  at  other 
camps  just  between  individuals.  In  any  case  the  ga^'c  v;as  played  in  five 
innings  with  four  darts  for  oa,ch  of  the  two  competing  playo.rs,  each  player 
keeping  his  opponents  score. 

In  most  camps  regular  credit  on  the  athletic  progry.  was  given 
and  since  it  could  ho  played  at  all  tines,  its  inclusion  on  the  sport  pro- 
gram v/as  heartily  approved  by  camp  officials.  The  "Cha'.ipion  Barberry 
Eradicator"  was  chosen  for  each  camp.  Sometimes  the  champion  team  was 
chosen.  In  several  instances,  valuable  prizes  such  as  ■jack-knives  and  tools 
wore  given  by  the  conp  maJiagcrs  to  the  various  winners.  In  ease  of  the 
first  play-off  between  tv/o  individuals,  Rust  Buster  buttons  were  given. 

These  v/crc  zealously  sought. 

playing  this  gar.ic  was  by  no  moans  confined  to  the  ^'■o'ungstcrs  for  the 
instructors  were  usually  anxious  to  have  a "tourna"'ont " all  of  their  own. 

It  may  bo  of  interest  to  note  that  this  target  was  loaned  to  several 
farmers'  club  gatherings  for  use  at  their  meetings.  These  requests  were 
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nadc  after  "t-iG  parents  lia-d  sc.cn  the  Cntert.ainnunt  , as  v;cll  o-s  the -educa- 
tional features  of  thc.gauc,  at  tho;'cluh  camps. 

The  game  itself  has  a few  defects',  hut  v/ith  a sli.ghtlp  revised  . 
design  even  better  results  can  he  ohtainod,  provided  it  is  used  during 
the  coning  season.  ■ 

- -■■The  ' chief  advantages  of  a .garx  of  this  type  arc  as  follows; 


.1,  It  keeps  the  harherry  canpo.ign  before  the  children  for  the 
whole  duration  of  .the  ca“p. 

2,  It  furnished  an.  incentive  to  lco.rn  the  characteristics  of 
the  common  barberry.  . , " ' . 

3»  By  repetition  the  characteristics  of  conjion' barberry  arc 
fixed  in  -the  minds'  of  the  boys  and  girls. 

4.  No  rehearsals  arc  required. 

5.  The  game  furnishes  an  infonvial  opportunity  for  the  boys  and 
girls  to  ask  questions  concerning  corrxn  barberry. 

6.  Since  it  c.an  operate  at  any  time,  it  fits  into  any  camp 

.schedule.  ■

During  the  month  of  Novcm.'bcr,  46  schools  'vrerc  visited  ■••■in  TTeld  and 
Larimer  Coantics,  Colorado.  Demonstrations  werG"givcn  hoforc  1257  students. 
Of  the  schools  visited,  29  v;erc  rural  schools,  6 wore  S'm.thOHnghes , 3 
teacher  training,  end  8 plasses  at  the'  Agricultural  C'^lloge.  In.  all  of  the 
grade  schools  rast  "buster  cluhs  v;ere  organized.  The  uork.lms  .hocn  vroll 
received  hy  every  school  which  v;c  have  visited  to  date,  aid  we  plan  to 
chock  "back  on  many  of  these  schools  in  the  n'car  future,  -Wo;  arc  also  plaming 
to  have  sene  questions  on  harlicrry  eradication  inserted  in  the  fina.1  oxa'>- 
inations  vhich'afe  given  to  rural  school  children  soon  after  the  first  of  the 
year.  This  will  give  us  another  method  of  checking  on  the  effectiveness  of 
our  programs.  Wo  arc'  also,  planning  ,on  extending  our  w~rk  with  the  Smith- 
Hughes  teachers  into  a project  form  hy  having  scvor.al  mrhers  of  each  class 
in  each  corTiunity  report  rust  to  us  next  season.  This  appears  to  he  another 
ve:/  in  which  follow  up  v/ork  can  he  done  in  Sm.ith-Hughcs  classes. 

On  Hovcr:hor  17 » Hr.  pophan  and  the  District  Leader  visited  Hr. 

Shepherd  Weld  County  and- attended  som,  of  the  schools  xvhcrc  the  demon- 
strational  work  was  going  an.  On  that  date  one  Smith-Hughes  school  was 
visito'd  and  one  rural  school.-  We  have,  heen  cxpcrim.enting  with  various 
p.ethods  of  presontaf  ion,  and  at  the  present  time  arc  using  the  discussion 
t;'H)c  method  in  ’“'ost  of  the  schools.  This  'icthod  toloes  about  35  to  40  min- 
utes  to,  make  the  presentation,  and  we  have  heen  finding  that  the  students 
arc  more  interested  in  this  method  rather  than  the  straignt  lecture  -.ct.iod. 

We  have  heen  getting  very  good  response  from  all  of  the  students. 

The  latter  pc.rt  of  I'lovem.her  the  District  Leader  gave  dcrionstrations 
to  all  of  the  agriculture  and  science  classes  at  the  .Colorado,  Agricultural 
College.  This  was  presented  in  the  form,  of  a lecture  using  a portion  of 
the  film,  strip.  The  next  period  following  the  lecture  an  exar.iination  was 
given  over  the  subject  hy  Dr.  Durrell. 

A domonstraf ion  was.  also  given  to  the  plant  Pathology  classes  at  the 
college.  Considc.rahle  ..interest  was  shovin  in  all  of  this  vrork  and  several 
leads  were  obtained  from  the  college  students,'  (Dee.  4,.)
